Martens, who is prepar- 
ing the French draft of the treaty for 
the Russians, has finished the preamble 
and 10 of the articles. He expects that 
there will be 15 articles in the treaty, 
all told, and hopes to have the draft 
complete by tonight. 


The Japanese are paying particular 
attention to the clause concerning the 
evacuation of Manchuria and the future 
disposition of that country. They do 
not intend to leave a loophole for the 
Russians, but insist that Russian in- 
fluence shall be eliminated there so 
long as the treaty is in force. 

It is expected that the treaty will be 
signed early next week, after the draft 
has been cabled to St. Petersburg and 
Tokio and confirmed. 

The ceremony of. signing the ‘‘treaty 
of Portsmouth’ will be as quiet and 
unostentatious as possible. Both sides 
desire to avoid any spectacular fea- 
tures. 

Both sides realize that, for different 
reasons, the treaty will not be popular 
in their respective countries. 

In Japan especially there is expected 
to be a great popular outcry, 

“We know,’ said a member of the 
Japanese mission today, “that we are 
going home to stones and perhaps dyna- 
mite.”’

“Back to England. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 1.—Private ad- 
vices received -here from Rev. Charles 
Ridge, an American Methodist minister 
stationed at San Pedro, staited that yel- 
low fever has practically depopulated 
that place, Puerto Cortez, Cheloma weer 
Belize, British Honduras. The epidem- 
ic is the worst that’ has visited Belize 
and Spanish Honduras in the history 
of either place. 

Belize, where the epidemic tarted, was 
badly afflicted, many of the prominent 
people falling victims. Among them 
were Rey. T. Walter Crook, rector of 
St. John’s Cathedral, his wife and their 
nurse, leaving two little children, who 
have been sent back to England. The 
ofly daughter of Sir -~Benham Swette 
Estcourt, Governor of British Honduras, 
was also a victim. Maj. Barnes, Chief 
of Police, was the latest, though many 
of the notea people were attacked.

Almost Every Precinct Where

CHICAGO, Sept.  1—In the most 
sweeping police order issued from de- 
partment headquarters in years, Chief 
Collins last night spread consternation 


and trembling in the police ranks by a 
general order that affects 50 command- 
ing and subordinate officials of the de- 
partment.

Historic Provision Mart Falls 
With Noise That Causes an 
Earthquake Scare. 


WATCHMAN HEARD CREAK 


Ancient Structure Had Been 
Placarded and Tenants 
Had Vacated It. 


Old Round Top Market, at the junc- 
ture of Broadway ‘and Fourth street, 
near Biddle street, tumbled down in a 
héap early Friday. Condemned by the 
Bulliding Commissioner weeks ago and 
vacated by all its tenants, the historic 
structure, by falling of its own notion, 
has left nothing for the city to do but 
haul away the wreckage. Workmen 
had begun wrecking the building, and 
this is suppesed to have weakened it 
sufficiently to cause the collapse. 

Enough of the -west wall fell into 
Broadway to bury the street railroad 
tracks beneath several tons of bricks 
and tie up traffic. On the east side of 
the street telephone and electric light 
wires and poles were broken down, crip- 
pling service for some_parts of North 
St. Louis. 

The fall was accompanied by a crash 
which was heard for many Dlocks, and 
hundreds crowded to the spot. Many 
thought an earthquake had occurred. 
In the famous Ashley Building, just 
across Fourth street from the market, 
foreigners were greatly alarmed for a 
time.

Was Once a Busy Mart. 


Round Top Market was erected in 1854 


on ground donated to the city by one 
of the O’Fallons. When it was new it 
eclipsed anything in the market line in 
St. Louls. It was then in the center of 
the business district. At the outbreak 
of the Civil War there were a numver 
of hotels about it. One of these was 
ccnverted itno a Government hospital. 
The only other market house to com- 
pare with it was on Broadway, extend- 
ing from Christy avenue, now Lucas 
avenue, almost to Washington avenue. 
At one time there weie S4 butchers 
who had stands in the market housc, 
and as many more on the outside. 
Farmers’ wagons lined the_ streets 
around it for blocks every morning. 
When Union Market was built, nound 
Top Market lost prestige. It declined 
steadily, and finally came to be uscd 
for the storage of Veiled Prophet fuvats. 


PANAMA ENGINEERS 
CONSULT ON CANAL 


Eminent Advisory Body in Ses- 
sion at Washington to De- 
cide Nature of Waterway. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Eminent en- 
gineers of America and Europe met to- 
day upon the call of President Roose- 
velt to investigate. and make recom- 
mendations as to the type of canal 
that is to connect the waters of the 


Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 

By the executive order made last 
June a board of consulting engineers 
was constituted, consisting of Gen. 
George W. Davis, Alfred Noble, Wil- 
liam Barclay Parsons, William H. Burr, 
Gen. Henry L. Abbott, Frederic P. 
Stearns, Joseph Ripley. Isham Ran- 
dolph, all American engineers; Henry 
Hunter, nominated by the British Gov- 
ernment; Herr Eugen Tincauzer, nom- 
inated by the German Government; M. 
Guerard, nominated by the French 
Government; M. Quellenec, consulting 
Welcker, nominated by the Government 
of The Netherlands. The members were 
met by Chairman Shonts, who in a few 
words appropriate to the occasion ex- 
pressed the belief that good results will 
follow their deliberations. 

The Board of Consulting Engineers 
have had referred to it all the data 
that has been collected by the commis- 
sion bearing on the subject of a type 
of. canal. 

This data is expected to be sufficient 
for the board to determine whether the 
canal should be constructed with locks 
or should be a sea level canal. 

The recommendations of the consult- 
ing engineers will not be final, but will 
be made to the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, which in turn will use its own 
judgment in a report and recommenda- 
tions to the President. The final con- 
clusion as ta the type of canal will be 
settled by the President and Congress.

Member of Chicago Board Says Vacations Should Be Done Away, 
and Post-Dispatch Boy Reporter Finds Pupils 
Who Agree With Him.

Dr. J. P. Chatal, a member of the 
Chicago Board of Education, wants the 
board to abolish summer vacations in 
the Public Schools. He thinks this 
would lessen crime amorg boys who, 
he says, idle their vacations away, and 
get into mischief. 

Il interviewed five boys Friday. Two 
of the three who never had any trouble 
with the police do not favor the idea 
of going to school the year round, and 
one wants 12 months* school. The other 
two, who are in the House of Refuge 
because of vacation pranks, think school 
should keep all year to keep boys from 
falling into bad company. 

At the House of Refuge I saw Supt. 
Richardgon. 

“IT take the same view as Dr. Cha- 
tal.’ said Mr. Richardson. “Just to 
show you how boys get into trouble in 
here are a few figures: In 
January and February 53 boys were 
brought here, in July and August 131. 
Near'y three times as many in vacation 
as when school is in session.”’ 

‘“‘Tiow old are the béys who are sent 
here and what are they sent here for?” 
I asked. 

“Twelve, 18, 14, 15 and 16° yeafs. We 
never keep a boy over 16. Stealing lead 
pipe and other things that may be sold 
is the offense in most cases,” said Mr. 
Richardson. 

Before I went to the House of Refuge 
Elmer Anderson, aged 14, who lives at 
28299 Magnolia avenue, was the first boy 
I interviewed. Elmer is a pupil of Grant 
School and has always been a good boy, 
those who know him say. 

“T have been selling papers during va- 
cation and have missed just one day. 
That was on account of sickness,’’ he 
said.

“I think school should be in session 10 
months of the year. It would be hard 
never to have any play time.” 


“One Month Enough.” 


kL then saw Erwin Sicher, aged 12, who | 


lives at 4348 West Belle place. 

“The present system is all right,’’ said 
Erwin, “but if the criminal Ist grows 
too big the vacation should be cut 
down to one month.” Erwin is in room 
4 of Eugene Field School. 

“IT like school and have studied a 
great deal during this vacation,’’ he 
said, 

“I am in room 3 of Eugene Field 
School, and I think school should be in 
session the year round. Children who 
go out of the city for their vacation 
should be excused, but other children 
should go to school to be kept from idle- 
ness,"’ said Robert. 


More School, Less Trouble. 


I wanted to see two boys who had suf- 
fered for wrong deeds during vacation 
and so at the House of Refuge I asked 
to see Nugent Fullington and Robert 
Young. 

Nugent said he was 15 years old and 
that he lived at 1512 Gratiot street. 

“This is the first time I have ever 
been locked up,’ said he, “and when I 
get out it is going to be the last, too. 
I think school the year around would be 
the best. It will keep boys out of trou- 
ble. I’m going all I can after this.”’ 

Robert Young agreed with Nugent. “J 
wouldn’t be here if school kept all the 
time,’’ said he. “When I get out I 
shall go every day.’”’ .

AGAINST GRAFT WN 
PRIVATE. BUSINESS 


New York Law Providing Pun- 
ishment for Bribing Pur- 
chasing Agents in Effect. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 1—An act of 
the last Legislature takes effect today 
which is directed against the practice of 
corrupting purchasing agents, whether 
they be the maid servant whom the 
grocer gives a bonus in return for. her 
mistress’ trade or the agent of a great 
commercial house whose patronage may 
mean ‘thousands of dollars a year to the 
manufacturer who gets it. 

This law makes it a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by~a fine of $10 to $600 or by both 
the fine and a year’s imprisonment to 
give, offer or promise an agent, employe 
Or servant any gift or gratuity what- 
ever without the knowledge and consent 
of the principal, employer or mas er of 
such agent, employe or servant with in- 
tent to influence his action in relation to 
his principals, employers or master's 
business. Penalty also applies to agents 
who request or accept gifts or commis- 
sions given for this purpose.

begun. Why is this?:

The prevalence of malaria is a reproach to St.
